1. The texts of 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a) cited in the 
previous office action are hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-4 and 14-17 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Pallante , U.S. Pat. Appl. 
Pub. No. 2003/0028495, mailed June 19, 2007, is hereby 
incorporated by reference. 

3. The rejection of claims 5-13 and 18-22 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Pallante , mailed June 19, 
2007, is hereby incorporated by reference. 

Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on August 24, 2007 with respect 
to claims 1-22 have been fully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that Pallante does not teach a method of 
logging events relating to a" remotely managed device because 
Pallante ' s event logging is only applied to document 
transmission subsystem. 

The examiner disagrees. A delivery or receipt of a document 
between a data collector entity and a remotely connected device 
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in Pallante is clearly a network event to be logged or recorded 
at the data collector ( see par. 116 ) . It is noted that the 
remotely connected device would include both managed device 
(i.e., device in the same network of the collector entity) and 
non-managed device. Pallante also teaches digitally signing the 
logged event that includes acknowledgement ( see par. 116 ) . The 
examiner submits that since specific events and specific managed 
devices are not defined in the present claims, Pallante' s 
teachings of collecting and signing events as discussed above 
are seen meeting the claim limitations.
